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Cattle  hide  production  of  59  selected  countries  in  I969  has  continued  the  up- 
ward trend  of  recent  years,  expanding  8  percent  from  the  I96I-65  average  to  a 
total  of  lUo  million  pieces.    Paiulleling  trends  in  cattle  slaughter,  the 
United  States  increased  its  share  to  26  percent  of  the  total  in  I969  while  the 
share  of  the  USSR,  the  second  largest  producer,  declined  to  I8  percent.  During 
the  same  year,  the  production  of  calf  skins  in  19  specified  countries  decreased 
by  1^4-  percent  to  a  total  of  2^.6  million  pieces — reflecting  a  decline  in  world 
calf  slaughter  in  favor  of  beef  production. 

Exports  of  cattle  hides  from  13  specified  countries  expanded  by  27  percent  from 
1961-65  to  a  total  of  2,007  million  pounds  in  I969.    The  United  States  in- 
creased its  dominance  in  this  trade — from  36  to  k6  percent.    During  the  same 
period,  Argentina,  the  second  major  exporter,  saw  its  share  shrink  from  2k  to 
18  percent.    Other  major  exporters  were  Canada,  Australia,  West  Germany,  and 
France.    Japan  and  Italy  are  the  world's  major  importers  of  cattle  hides, 
accounting  for  about  25  percent  each  of  imports  into  13  specified  nations.  Most 
of  the  remaining  imports  are  accounted  for  by  European  nations.    Trade  in  calf 
and  kip  skins  declined  with  decreasing  production.    The  Netherlands  emerged  as 
the  major  exporter  and  Spain  as  the  major  importer  of  calf  and  kip  skins. 

Cattle  Hide  Production 


Cattle  numbers  throughout  the  world  rose  steadily  and  larger  slaughter  in- 
creased the  availability  of  hides  and  skins.    From  a  I96I-65  average  of  129

million  pieces  produced  in  59  coiintries,  output  rose  to  139  million  in  I968  and 
to  over  ikO  million  in  I969.    Perhaps  the  most  drajnatic  development  in  cattle 
hide  production  during  the  past  decade  was  the  change  in  the  relative  shares  of 
the  United  States  and  the  USSR,  the  largest  and  second  largest  producers.  While 
the  United  States  increased  its  share  from  23  percent  during  I96I-65  to  26  per- 
cent in  1969,  the  USSR  share  declined  from  21  percent  to  I8  percent.  These 
figures  reflect  the  steady  increase  in  U.S.  beef  production  and  the  economic 
difficulties  and  unfavorable  weather  which  plagued  the  USSR, 

North  America  expanded  its  I969  cattle  hide  output  by  20  percent  from  the 
1961-65  average.    This  included  the  United  States,  whose  share  rose  21  percent. 
South  America  followed  closely  with  a  15-percent  increase.    Oceania  and  Western 
Europe  lagged  with  increases  of  6  and  5  percent,  respectively.    The  Eastern 
European  nations  expanded  cattle  hide  production  by  10  percent,  but  the  USSR 
share  declined  by  7  percent. 

With  cattle  hide  output  tied  closely  to  changes  in  beef  production,  large 
changes  in  hide  availabilities  are  not  expected  in  I97O.    Changes  in  processing 
and  trade  patterns  will  be  of  greater  significance. 

Trade  in  Cattle  Hides 

World  trade  in  cattle  hides  continued  its  steady  expansion  of  the  past  several 
years.    Preliminary  estimates  for  I969  show  that  exports  from  a  group  of  spec- 
ified countries  increased  to  2,00?  million  pounds.    This  represents  a  27-per- 
cent jump  from  the  196I-65  average  and  nearly  a  i|-percent  rise  from  the  I968 
levels.    The  worldwide  increase  in  cattle  slaughter  and  growing  demand  from  the 
world's  tanners  have  fostered  this  trade  expansion. 

As  in  past  years,  the  United  States  and  Argentina  dominated  trade  in  cattle 
hides  in  1969.    Whereas  this  dominance  was  shared  by  the  United  States  and 
Argentina  with  36  and  2k  percent,  respectively,  during  the  I96I-65  period,  the 
U.S.  share  burgeoned  to  h6  percent  compared  with  Argentina's  I8  percent  in 
1969.    In  other  terms,  the  United  States  expanded  exports  by  61  percent  from 
1961-65  levels  whereas  Argentina's  exports  shrank  by  6  percent. 

The  next  h  leading  cattle  hide  exporters  were  Canada,  Australia,  West  Germany, 
and  France,  which  exported  between  100  and  13I  million  pounds  each.  France's 
exports  jumped  by  60  percent  from  the  196I-65  levels;  Canada  followed  closely 
with  a  55-percent  increase;  Australia's  exports  increased  by  2k  percent;  and 
those  of  West  Germany  moved  ahead  11  percent.    New  Zealand  increased  its 
exports  from  kl  to  55  million  pounds  but  Uruguay's  exports  fell  precipitously 
from  kh  to  6  million  pounds. 

On  the  import  side  of  the  ledger,  Japan  and  Italy  remained  the  world's  leading 
importers  of  cattle  hides,  taking  kkQ  and  kk3  million  pounds,  respectively,  in 
1969.    The  Netherlands,  the  United  Kingdom,  West  Germany,  Spain,  Yugoslavia, 
Poland,  and  Czechoslovakia  are  also  significant  cattle  hide  importers.  Good 
economic  conditions  and  expanded  req\iirements  of  the  tanning  industry  in  Japan 
and  Europe  accounted  for  the  expanded  imports  of  these  areas  in  19^9 •  The 
USSR  is  also  an  important  importer  of  cattle  hides;  its  imports  fluctuate  from 
year  to  year  with  the  requirements  of  its  state -controlled  economy.  Several 
Western  European  countries,  notably  West  Gennany,  France,  and  the  Netherlands, 
are  prominent  exporters  and  importers  of  cattle  hides.

United  States.    Since  1953  the  United  States  has  been  a  net  exporter  of  cattle 
hides.    Increased  slaughter,  expanded  domestic  use  of  leather  substitutes,  and 
increasing  finished  leather  goods  imports  have  made,  the  United  States  an 
important  net  exporter  of  hides. 

In  1969  the  United  States  accounted  for  917  million  pounds  of  exports  from  a 
group  of  16  specified  countries,  compared  with  57O  million  pounds  during  the 
period  196I-65.    During  this  peiaod  the  United  States  increased  its  exports  by 
61  percent,  or  from  9.5  million  pieces  to  15.3  million  pieces  (one  piece  equals 
60  lb.).    In  monetary  terms,  cattle  hide  exports  in  I969,  including  both  whole 
hides  and  pieces,  amounted  to  $132.5  million  (calf  and  kip  skins  added  another 
$8.i^-  million) — a  significant  "plus"  in  the  U.S.  balance  of  payments. 

Japan  took  39  percent  of  U.S.  cattle  hide  exports  in  I969,  up  from  36  percent 
in  the  I96I-65  period.    Next  in  importance  was  Mexico  with  11  percent,  followed 
by  the  USSR  with  8  percent  and  Canada  with  7  percent.    The  USSR  and  Eastern 
Europe  increased  their  share  from  7  percent  to  I6  percent.    Meanwhile,  the 
Western  Europe  share  fell  from  31  percent  to  only  20  percent  in  I969. 

Argentina.    Before  I96O,  Argentina  was  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  cattle 
hides.    Since  that  time  Argentine  exports  have  stagnated — its  share  of  world 
exports  from  a  group  of  specified  countries  dropping  from  nearly  one-quarter  in 
the  period  196I-65  to  less  than  one-fifth  in  I969.    Argentina  now  trails  the 
United  States  as  an  exporter. 

In  actual  amounts,  Argentina's  exports  dropped  from  a  I96I-65  average  of  372.8 
million  pounds  to  351.9  million  pounds  in  1969.    The  lion's  share  of  I969 
exports  was  taken  by  Italy,  which  purchased  95.5  million  pounds,  or  27  percent, 
up  from  7  percent  in  I96I-65.    Thus  Italy  has  become  Argentina's  single  most 
important  customer.    The  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe  bought  I5U.6  million  pounds  of 


Argentine  cattle  hides,  down  from  208,1  million  pounds  in  I96I-65;  this  repre- 
sents a  decrease  in  the  Eastern  European  share  to  kh  percent  from  56  percent 
in  the  earlier  period.    Argentina  remains  dependent  on  the  European  market  for 
sale  of  its  cattle  hides,  with  about  90  percent  of  its  exports  divided  between 
Eastern  and  Western  Europe. 

Other  Exporting  Countries.    The  United  States  and  Argentina,  which  account 
jointly  for  about  63  percent  of  exports  of  cattle  hides  from  specified  coun- 
tries, are  followed  in  importance  by  France,  Australia,  Canada,  and  West 
Germany.    These  ^4-  exporting  nations  (West  Gennany  is  actually  a  net  iraporter) 
account  for  5-7  percent  each.    As  would  be  expected.  West  German  cattle  hides 
flow  to  the  European  market --mostly  Italy  and  the  Netherlands;  Canadian  exports 
are  widely  distributed  in  Japan,  the  United  States,  ajid  Western  and  Eastern 
Eu2X)pe;  and  Australia  ships  nearly  half  of  its  cattle  hides  to  Japan. 

Japan.    Sharing  first  place  with  Italy  as  the  world's  major  iraporter  of  cattle 
hides  among  a  group  of  specified  countries,  Japan  takes  25  percent  of  all 
imports.    As  a  small  producer  of  cattle,  Japan  is  dependent  on  imported  cattle 
hides  for  its  large  domestic  requirements  and  for  its  export  industry. 
Despite  the  inroads  of  synthetic  products,  Japan's  dynamic  economy  has 
generated  increasing  requirements  for  imported  hides. 

The  United  States  has  traditionally  been  Japan's  major  supplier — providing 
nearly  80  percent  of  Japan's  requirements  in  I969.    Australia,  Canada,  and 
New  Zealand  are  secondary  sources --providing  13,       and  2  percent,  respec- 
tively, of  Japan's  cattle  hide  imports.    Given  the  size  of  Japan's  require- 
ments and  the  availability  of  cattle  hides  among  exporting  nations,  it  is 
likely  that  the  traditional  import  pattern  will  persist. 

Italy.    As  Italian  shoes  have  become  fashionable  and  Italy  has  become  an 
important  exporter  of  finished  leather,  imports  of  cattle  hides  have  risen 
sharply.    Italy  now  accounts  for  one-quarter  of  cattle  hide  imports. 

Argentina  and  France  are  Italy's  major  suppliers,  with  21  and  18  percent, 
respectively,  of  the  market.    West  Germany,  the  United  States,  and  New  Zealand 
follow  with  market  shares  ranging  from  6  to  7  percent.    Future  imports  of 
cattle  hides  will  depend  on  Italy's  ability  to  retain  its  export  market. 
Shoiild  the  United  States,  Italy's  largest  market  for  shoes,  impose  quota 
restrictions  on  shoes,  it  is  likely  that  imports  of  cattle  hides  will  decline. 

USSE.    Relatively  low  cattle  production  in  the  Soviet  Union  has  kept  it 
dependent  on  imports  of  cattle  hides  to  meet  domestic  requirements  for  foot- 
wear and  other  leather  goods.    The  unpredictability  of  state  purchases  has 
caused  sharp  fluctuation  in  irnports — from  10  percent  of  imports  from  a  group 
of  specified  countries  in  I968  (latest  year  for  which  USSR  data  are  available) 
to  18  percent  as  recently  as  I967.    Despite  the  yearly  fluctuations,  the  USSR 
is  the  world's  third  most  important  market  for  cattle  hides,  following  Japan 
and  Italy. 

The  United  States  and  Argentina  supplied  around  85  percent  of  USSR  cattle  hide 
requirements  for  the  years  1966-68.    In  I966  and  I967  the  United  States  pro- 
vided about  55  percent  of  the  cattle  hide  imports;  however,  in  I968  this  level 
fell  to  27  percent,  and  Argentina  became  the  major  supplier  with  55  percent.

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Economic  and  political  factors  will  cause  fluctuations  in  import  quantity  and 
pattern  but  the  USSR  will  continue  its  dependence  on  imported  cattle  hides  in 
the  foreseeable  future. 

Other  Importing  Countries.    West  Germany  accounts  for  about  10  percent  of 
imports  for  the  specified  countries  and  the  Netherlands  imports  some  6  per- 
cent (both  nations  are  also  significant  exporters),    A  number  of  other 
Europeaji  nations  import  from  2  to  6  percent  of  the  total.    The  United  States 
accounts  for  less  than  1  percent  of  the  total;  most  of  this  is  imported  from 
Canada. 

Two  importing  countries  included  in  the  individual  country  tables  for  the 
leading  exporting  nations  but  not  included  in  Table       which  lists  specified 
importing  countries,  are  Spain,  which  is  becoming  increasingly  important  in 
the  export  of  shoes,  and  Poland.    In  19^9  these  nations  imported  approximately 
101  and  69  million  pounds  of  cattle  hides,  respectively.    Thus,  they  would 
each  account  for  about  5  and  k  percent  of  the  total  if  included  in  the  list  of 
specified  countries. 

Calf  Skin  Production 

Production  of  calf  skins  declined  from  a  I96I-65  average  of  28.7  mllion 
pieces  in  I9  specified  countries  to  2^.k  million  in  1968  and  to  2k. ^  million 
in  1969.    The  United  States  was  the  largest  producer  of  calf  skins,  with  5.^ 
million  pieces  in  19^9?  followed  closely  by  France  with  k,6  million  and 
Argentina  with  k  million.    Other  significant  producers  of  calf  skins,  with 
estimated  1969  production  of  between  1.6  and  O.9  million  pieces,  in  descend- 
ing order,  are  West  Germany,  New  Zealand,  Australia,  Italy,  Turkey,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Spain. 

More  calves  are  being  grain  or  grass  fed  and  slaughtered  as  mature  cattle 
than  in  the  past.    The  steady  decline  in  U.S.  production  of  calf  skins,  down 
3^  percent  in  I969  from  the  I96I-65  average,  parallels  the  steady  increase  in 
cattle  feeding.    With  cattle  feeding  likely  to  increase  in  both  the  United 
States  and  elsewhere,  further  declines  in  calf  skin  production  may  be 
expected  in  the  future.    Other  factors  which  have  influenced  the  smaller 
supply  of  calf  skins  are  the  decline  in  North  America  dairy  herds  and  a 
Western  European  shift  in  preference  from  veal  to  beef.    Daring  the  1960's, 
the  only  major  calf  skin  producer  whose  production  did  not  stagnate  or 
decline  was  Argentina,  which  expanded  output  by  ik  percent  in  I969  from  the 
I96I-65  average. 

Trade  in  Calf  and  Kip  Skins 

Decreasing  availability  of  calf  and  kip  skins  was  reflected  in  a  lower  level 
of  trade  in  19^9 •    Exports  from  8  selected  countries  declined  from  12  million 
pieces  in  I968  to  9.7  million  pieces  in  I969.    Imports  from  a  group  of  7 
selected  countries  also  showed  a  decline — from  I38.5  million  pounds  in  I968  to 
133.8  million  pounds  in  I969. 

The  Netherlands  has  become  the  world's  major  exporter  of  calf  and  kip  skins. 
In  1969  it  exported  3  million  pieces,  31  percent  of  exports  from  the  8 
selected  countries  and  up  from  the  1.5  million  pieces,  or  I5  percent  of  the

total,  in  the  I96I-65  period.    French  exports  of  1.9  million  pieces  in  I969 
were  down  by  0.8  million  fixDm  I968  and  0.3  million  from  the  196I-65  period. 
U.S.  exports  declined  even  more  shaiply  from  the  2.3  million  pieces  in  I96I-65 
and  2.2  million  in  I968  to  1.7  million  in  I969.    The  shares  of  France  and  the 
United  States  were  23  percent  each  in  I96I-65  and  declined  to  I9  and  17 
percent,  respectively,  in  I969. 

The  most  dramatic  development  in  calf  and  kip  skin  trade  has  been  the  swift 
rise  of  Spain  as  the  world's  major  importer.    In  I969  it  imported  30.5  mil- 
lion pounds  of  calf  and  kip  skins,  or  23  percent  of  imports  of  the  7  selected 
countries --up  from  7  percent  in  I96I-65  and  from  ih  percent  as  recently  as 
1967.    In  1969  the  next  three  major  importers  were  Japan  with  26.8  mi  11, ion 
pounds.  West  Germany  with  25.9  million,  and  Italy  with  21.7  million.  These 
amounts  were  little  changed  from  the  I96I-65  averages.    Their  shares  of 
imports  of  the  7  selected  countries  ranged  from  16  to  20  percent  in  I969. 
U.S.  imports  dropped  to  6.7  million  pounds  in  1969^  only  one-third  of  the 
1961-65  level. 

Outlook 

After  climbing  during  I969,  pidces  of  hide  and  skin  pieces  have  receded  during 
1970.    The  future  trend  of  prices  will,  as  always,  depend  on  supply  and  demand, 
influenced  by  foreign  and  domestic  economic  activity.    The  requirements  of 
style  and  the  degree  of  synthetic  inroads  also  will  play  a  significant  role. 

Leather  processed  from  natural  hides  and  skins  remains  a  unique  material  for 
a  wide  range  of  manufactured  articles.    Innovation,  design,  and  marketing  can 
stimulate  demand  and  help  insure  a  healthy  hide  and  skin  trade  in  the  world 
market  place. 
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
